Havana, Nov. 3.— General Blanco, 
tho new captain general of Cnba, has 
MkMi tiM oath of his ofltee piadjiing 
«ddft«7 to Btttai tod irtMd liit flat 
pKochwWtyMi Xo tiM iBteMtwiW of 
Onba h9 unyt : 

"I am again amonfj you, with good 
will and a sincero doaire to serve the 
genenl welfare and to establish a last- 
ing peace. I ahall follow a broad pol- 
icy in my endearorto restore katwuity 
amonar all of Ovbft'e inhabitants. lam 
sincere in my bltention to inangomte a 
new government policy, the object of 
which will be to seoare and preserve 
peace. I hope yon will all salute and 
embrace ihe Bpanieh flag, throwing 
aside all par^ pvejndioei aaddiacard- 
ing alliances with those who are stain- 
ing the country with blood. Olemency 
awaits all who obser\'e tho law8, but, 
however regretable it may bo, I shall 
rigorously fl^ht those who obstinately 
or nngratefaily oootinae to carry on 
war." 

To the armed foiroee of the land he 
lays : 

"I desire to express my admiration 
for foa who, in two years of hard com- 
mUbd, have idways bravely fought the 
mKmons rerolntton. This I soon ex- 
pect to suppress through your heroic 
efforts and with the concurrence of the 
Whde oonntijr, which will nnhaiitat* 
ingly side with us to fight the viotims 
of hallucination who aspire only to 
what must bring their oon4>lete de- 
struction, to which all offen, m the 
only oompensatlOB, treaso n to the his- 
tory of their raoe or the sale of their 
ooontiT to Ihe foreigner. Ls i^ the re be 
waT) therefore) on the stubfiom en- 
emies of the Spanish people and protec- 
tion for those who seek the olemenoy of 
Spain ; and let this war, which dishon- 
ors us, ana it making na pannflsis, «id 
fOBever." 

There is no referenoe to autonomy 
in either proclamation and both have 
produced a bad effect among aUmn- 

patnizers with the insurrection. Mar- 
shal Blanco, when formally assuming 
his new functions at the palace, said to 
the deputations of the Conservative, 
Autonomist and Reformist parties, that 
in order to obtain peace through the 
new policy, it would be necessary for 
all political parties to unite. To the 
railitaiTT deputatioiiis ho said that he 
would Bjwrwer war by war. repeating 
the BubfltaJice of his proclanmtion in 
that respect. Ho made uo overtures of 
antononjiy, nor did he en>ress any pref- 
erence for aojof tii0vati«n yolitical. 
parties. 

Senor ("ralvcK. tho asjed and hlirhly 
esteonud president of tlio autonomist 
party, when addressing Marshal Blanco 
on behalf (.f the antouoinist depiitatiou 
said it was "ucrt-Bsary to alHrm Spanish 
dominion and tlie rule of the Sjuinish 
monaniy in Cubiv through autonomy. 
He said: "Not on behalf of the au- 
tonomist party, but on liehalf of the 
island, we ask for autonotuy, and wo 
offer the services of the autonnmist 
party to help in briutrijipr the revolt to 
an end. It is hifrhly neces^ai-y to 
change the existing state of misery and 
horror for one of peaoe andprotpsrity." 

TO PREVENT FILIBUSTERING. 

Another Mma-ot-Wmr to Be A4ded to the 
9me— im Vteiida Watots. 

WASHixOTONy NoT. «.— To prevent 
anyfurtlher cause of complaint from 
Spain growing out of ane;;od noneu- 
forcement of the neutrality laws, tho 
administration has determined to add 
another man-of-war to the naval force 
now patrolling Florida waters. 

The cruiser Detroit is to msiune duty 
on the patrol. With the Detroit at Key 
West, the navy will be represented by 
four vessels, and tho revenue cutter 
service by four rtivenuo cutters in Flor- 
ida waters. The officials think this 
force is sufficient to demonstrate tho 
attitude of tlm govenuuent with refer- 
ence to the enforoemant of the neatral- 
ity laws. 

As a result of the increase of force, a 
new program for watching for filibus- 
tering expeditions may be arranged. 
Instead of remaining at ports for in- 
formation of filibustering operations, 
the men-ot-war may be stationed to 
overhatd any suspicious craft steaming 
through the ofauinels from Florida to 
OoJba. The Montgomery and Annapo- 
lis are now lying off tha channel watch- 
ing for the SLta rer Healt and Danntlesi.

New York, Nov. 2. - A dispatch to 
The World from Madrid says: The 
Competitor case was taken up by For- 
eign Minister Gnllon, Oolonial Minister 
Moret tad Natal Minister Bermejo, to 
whom the matter had been referred by 
the cabinet. The oommnnioatton from 
the United States government touching 
the affidr was carefully examined, to- 
gether with the Spanish evidenoa that 
the Competitor was a filibuster.

— Much surprise and 
ill feeling has been occasioned in ofTicial 
circles by the statement in the cabled 
accounts of the demonstration in Ha- 
vana on Friday which preceded Lieu- 
tenant General Weyler's embarkation 
on the Monserrat, that ho had declared, 
while addressing the deputations, that 
he had been recalled in "obedience to 
the wishes of the rebels and tiie de- 
mands of the United States."

Thomas A. Edison's suo(»'h= in recov- 
ering by electrical means the iron con- 
tained in low grade ore la announoed. 
The inventor',1 experiment? have been 
carried on during the past six years at 
the old Ogden Iron Mines, a few miles 
from Dover, N. J., where he has built up 
a plant covering several acres of ground, 
and which, after many experiments, is 
now capable of producing daily from 
1,000 to 1,600 tons of almost chemically 
pure iron. 

The ore worked contains on the average 
about 25 per cent, of iron, and resembles 
in appearance a very poor quality of gray 
rock. Mr. Edison states that there are 
200,000,000 tona of thia ore on the land 
immediately aurroundin^' his plant, from 
which can be produced 60,(X)0,000 tuns of 
iron. 

Uis process consists in breaking up the 
ore and passing it on to other mills, 
where it is pulverized. The powder is 
then allowed to fall in cloae proximity to 
electro magnets, which deflect the iron 
to one side, and the non-metallic matter 
falls to the other side by gravity. From 
the time the ore is blasted until it is re- 
solved into this metallic form and com- 
pressed into brinquettes for shipment, 
the prooaaa ia entirely automatlo.

A remarkable mineral water was dis- 
covered Sunday in an old well on the 
farm of Mr. George Bateman, on the 
Maysville pike. The specific gravity of 
this water is very great, caused by the 
large quantltiea of minerals held in so- 
lution. In every ounce of water there is 
nearly a teaspoonfnl of solid matter, 
eonaiati ng prinelpaUy of anlphur and 
various kinds of salts. This residue is of 
considerable strength, even imparting a 
burning sensation to the skin; the water 
itself must be diluted before it can be 
taken into the stomach. A complete 
analysis of it will be made to-day. 

The well from which the water was 
taken is one hundred and seventy feet in 
depth, and was bored some years aga 
Originally it wm a aulphnr wall, and as 
such waa used for a number of years. 
Some time ago the pump over it was 
broken, since which no water has been 
taken out until Snnday, when' the re- 
markable change in ita mlsenl proper- 
ties became known.

ThM* llten Shot and S««effal 

Jnred by Beins Strnek WHIl Btoaes. 

BcoTTDALK, Pa., Nov. 2.— A riot 00- 
ctured here last night, iu which Heary 
Gillespie, John Jordan and Manager 
Skimp of the Soottdale Iron and Steel 
oonpaoy were badly injured. Sunday 
a union man, Frank Keltz, was beaten 
into insensibility by uononion iron- 
woricers and Keltz' fellow worksMn 
TO wed vengeance. 

Manapcr Skimp, feariut; tronblewhen 
hi.s men quit work, fornu'd 30 or 40 of 
them in line and mun liod up Pittubarjj 
street. At Broadway a largo crowd had 
gfttherod and four of tlio marchers 
with drawn revolvers, steppml to the 
front and ordered the crowd back 
•Inst then some one threw a stone into 
the crowd of uonunionists. This wo.*; 
ro.sp)oiide(l to by a shot, followed by a 
regular fusillad's fully 50 shots bein^ 
fired, nearly all coming from the non- 
union men. 

Manager Skimp w«m shot iu the h^ft 
foot and was struck by iv stone or brick 
on the left aide of the iiead and is se 
rioosly, though not dangerously wound- 
ed. 

Honry Ciillespic was shot through the 
right arm. tlie b.tU passing through an 
artery and he almost bled to death bo- 
fore the wotmd could be dressed. 

John Jordan had three fingers shot 
oflf. 

Several others were slightly injured 
by being struck witli stones. From the 
number of shots tired it is almost mi- 
raculous tnat no one was killed oat- 
right. 

Gillespie claims that when the shoot- 
ing commenced he started for a place of 
safety. He claims that he was fired at 
by Manager Skimp. Thomas Gillespie, 
a brother of Henry, stated that he saw 
Manager Skimp fire three shots in the 
direction of Henry. Gillespie will 
swear out a warrant for the arrest of 
Manager Bkimp for felonious shooting. 
Four nonaniou men were arrested.
